Auditorium last night, declared that 
independence for the Boers surely was 
coming; but that peace might be ra- 
stored quickly and the suffering in the 
concentration camps, all the eloquence 
of the orator was directed to a plea 
for intervention by the United States. 
He asserted that the peace of America, 
the future of the Monroe doctrine and 
tho constitution of England were en- 
dangered by tho prolongation of the 
struggle. "Ix!t the President of the 
United States hut utter the word." de- 
clared the speaker, "and the war will 
end on the day his action Is taken." 
In response to hls'appeal for funds to 
aid the Boer prisoners In the South

Manila. Dec. 9.—Native scouts from 


Bengabon, province of. Neuva Kclja, 
have killed the American negro, David 
Fagln, a deserter from the Twenty-

Filipinos against the American troops, 
The. native scouts decapitated -their 
prisoner. 
Tho man's head, however, 


was recognized as that of Fagin. They 
also secured his commission In the In- 
surgent army. Fagln had on one o! 
his fingers the class ring of Lieutenant 
Frederick W. Altstaetter 
of the en- 


gineers,, who was captured by Filipinos 
supposedly under the 
command o 


Fagln himself. Oct. 28. 1900.

EXCLUSION ACT 


Gen. O. O. Howard Makes Some Sug- 


gestions as to Its Proper Enforce- 


ment- on Pacific Coast. 


Gen. and Mrs. O. O. Howard have 


XL-turned to Burlington, VU, after a 
trip to the Pacific coast. 
Both arc 


in good health. 
Gen Howard Sun- 


day revisited the First Congregation- 
al Church, of which he had been a pil- 
lar during his residence In that city, 
and was given an ovation, and mado 
an address to the Sunday School. 


SpcaUlng of his trip to tho Paci- 


fic coast. Gen. Howard said: 
"I talked with a great many Chin- 
ese merchants, and they wished the 
exclusion net could at least ho mod- 
ified. 
There Is an eld shod at San 


Francisco and a Jail at Portland Into 
•which Chinese coming or returning 
from China, "who have a right to en- 
ter this country under the act. 
are 


yet thrown and Tcept until they can 
prove their right, and prove It by 
white witnesses. 
Often tho son or 


nephew, sometimes the daughter, of 
an old Chinese merchant. Is thus de- 
tained for two or three months. 
Chinese testimony should bo tafcen 
for what It Is worth. The merchants 
toll me that there Is sometimes such 
corruption among the otucers . 
In 


charge that until money Is used they 
refuse to accept competent testimony 
but testimony Is not required If ft lit- 
tle money Is given. 
There Is cer- 


tnlnly that temptation. 
Tho Chinese 


tiilnk the cases should be transfer- 
red to the courts, but I know courts 
hi vo delays. 
What the Chinese ask 


Is proper quarters for those detained 
and acceptance 
of Chinese testi- 


mony. 
"It Is against my soul—this partial- 


ity," declared Gen. Howard. "I want 
to check Immigration as much 
as 


anybody does, but 1 want to do It with 
reason. 
Some say Chinese are ex- 


cluded' because of their vices. 
Yet 
there are Italians who are not 
ex- 


cluded, and who go hack and kill. 
There was a Pole whose mmlly was 
not excluded, and who killed 
our 
president. 
Another thing about ex- 


clusion. 
If wo keep the Philippines 


—and It looks as If wo should—we 
need Chinese there to cut forests and 
to do the wort. 
They can make a 


ivhflle quartermaster's department by 
themselves, they are so faithful and 
to willing to earn* burdens. 
Ex- 
clusion of the Chinese from the Phil- 
ippines is senseless and suicidal.

Tim.Dollar y.r.rk. 


: The name dollar Is a variation of the 
German word thaler, and the Danish 
word daler. The name arose about the 
year 1GOO In Germany. The Counts of 
Schllck were then coining ounce pieces 
from silver obtained In their mines at 
JochlmsUial (Jochim's Dale), in Uo- 
Iiemla, which gained such high repute 
as to become standard coins; whence 
tho name Joachims-thaler, which final- 
ly, for shortness, took the 
form of 


tnaler—literally a "valley piece." The 
derivation of the dollar mark ($) has 
been variously ascribed to (1) a combi- 
nation of the Initials U. S., meaning 
the United States; (-) a modification 
of the figure 8, a piece of eight being 
formerly Indicated by tho character 
8-8; (3) a farm of IIS, which marked 
the Roman unit; (4) the contraction 
of P and S employed In Spanish ac- 
counts to indicate peso; (5) a device 
formerly seen on the reverse of the 
Spanish dollar, and again since ISIS, 
on tho peso duro, representing the Pil- 
lars of Hercules, and round each a 
scroll displaying the Inscription "Plus 
ultra."
